*T*He  Melancholy  perfon,  naturally  fo  from  the  firft  prin- 
clplcs  ,  is  colde  and  dry:  bus  a  Melancholy  tempera¬ 
ment,  acquired  by  Education,  Cuftoimsand  Accidenis  >  by 
degeneration  and  admixture  of  other  Humors  aduft,  is  hoc 
and  dry*  Which  makes  the  figrtes  and  kmptomeso*  Me¬ 
lancholy  to  be  different  and  various,  and  a  difference  is  to 
bemzde  in  dyetand  cuftomes. 

If  Flcgme  be  admixed  and  adufl ,  they  are  ftupid,  dull 
and  heavy  ;  if  from  blood  aduii,  they  are  commonly  of 
a  high  Ruddy  Complexion ,  and  incline  to  brighter,  wit, 
and  mirth ;  if  from  Choler  they  are  Sold,  fierce  and  angry  : 
if  from  Melancholy  adufl  ,  they  are  fad,  fearful ,  and  folk 
tary- 

The  common  Symptomes  are  a  Pale,  Black,  or  high 
Sanguine  colour ,  lranc  body,  and  hairy,  a  little  tkad  3 
large  Veines,  given  to  be  watchful  1,  fid,  folitiry  fuddaine 
laughter  ;  a  flow  wcake  Pulfe  ,  tioublefome  fleepcs  and

Colde  Melancholy  hath  milde  Symptomes  ;  if  hot  and 
aduft,  the  cffe&s  are  more  churlilh  and  furious. 

For  colde  Melancholy,  lec  the  Dyes  be  hot  and  moift ; 
for  the  hot  Melancholy  Perfon  ,  let  dyet  b:  cooling  and 
moift  :  in  both  let  their  mcates  be  of  light  Digcftion, 
affording  good  Nutriment i  and  not  windy.  As  Mut¬

I’N  the  difquifition  and  diligent  obfervation  to  know  mid  find?  out 
your  own  confhtulion  by  certain  Characters,  y  ou  muff  not  expeB  ah 
the fignes  before  mentioned  in  the  particular  complexions  to  meet  in 
onefmgle perfon demonstrating  this  or  that  temperament *  for  there 
is  not  to  be  found  a  perfon  fo  fiegmatick,,  without  the  admixture  of

The  variety  of  humors  in  mws  body  ^  impugning  one  another  with 
their  contrary  qualities,  are  not  eafily  kept  in  fubjeBion ,  but  by  a  di¬ 
ligent  watch  and  ftrift  obf  rrvance ,  in  your  daily  cufiowes  and  pra- 
diC§:  fir  by  a  carekffeand  irregular  tour fe  the  e quality  of  eppofition 
is  broken*  and  fame  particular  humor  grouts  prtdominate%whic\o pro- 
duceth  diflempers  according  to  its  nature,  power y  and  heighth  arri¬ 
ved  at ,  and  the  condition  of  the  fubjett  or  parts  it  chiefly  in¬ 
fers .

IE  your  body  be  Coftive,  of  a  hot  and  dry  conftitution,  pre* 
pafe  it  fome  dayes  before  purging,  with  cool  and  moiftnihg 
JSrothe  j 9 fte wed  Prunes,  Whty,  or  the  like.  Your  phyfick  will 
operate  much  better,  with  iefs  griping  and  more  tffiaual.
